Nobel Prize Winner Ac- 
cepts Post After Uni-

Dr, Arthur Holly Compton, in- 
ternftionally famous physicist of 
the University of Chicago, winner 
of the Nobel Prize for physics in 
1927, has accepted appointment to 
the wacancy as Chancellor of 
Washington University. 

Dr. Compton, who was here to- 
day, at the home of Edward Mal- 
linckrodt, 16 Westmoreland place, 
announced that he would assume 
the cl&ncellorship, as educational 
and administrative head of the 
university, as rapidly as he is 
freed from Federal Government 
commitments, involving scientific 
research for the war. 

Announcement of the appoint- 
ment was made by Harry B, Wal- 
lace, president of the corporation 
of the privately maintained uni- 
versity, who has been acting 
chancellor since last July, follow- 
ing the retirement of Dr. George 
R. Throop. 

Laid Down Conditions. 

When 4&sked to consider the ap- 
pointment, about nine manths ago, 
Dr. Compton, who had been head 
of Washington's physics depart- 
ment in 1920-23, laid down two 
conditions, and his acceptance was 
taken as an indication that he 
was satisfied with the corpora- 
tion’s stand on these points, The 
conditions “Were: 

“(1) The degree of interest 
which St. Louis industrial leaders 
would show jin making Washing- 
ton University a ‘top flight’ cen- 
ter of training for engineering; 
and (2) the interest of the faculty 
and the comtmunity in encourag- 
ing the development of the liberal 
arts at the university, to become 
an intellectual and cultura] center 
for the rest of the university and 
the community.”

9th Army Also Takes German 
Division | Staff, Documents 
by Trainload. 


ON THE ELBE, Germany, April 
20 (AP).—Col. Gen. Joseph Harte, 
commander of the German Fifth 
Panzer Army, has been captured 
ir the Ruhr while trying to slip 
hrough American lines, the Ninth 
Army announced late today. 

The commander of the lost army 
was taken by the Seventeenth Air- 
borne (Eagle’s Claw) Division, 
commanded by Maj, Gen, William 
M. Miley. 

The German Fifth Panzer and 
Fifteenth armies were destroyed 
in the Ruhr trap which was 
stamped out Wednesday, with 316,- 
930 prisoners counted and more be- 
ing processed, 

The Ninth Army also captured 
the-.entire staff except the com- 
mander of the Von Clausewitz Di- 
vision, which attacked its north- 
ern flank yesterday. The com- 
mander, Lt. Gen. Unrein, last was 
reported in Linghof refusing to 
surrender.

Halle (220,362) fell to the First 
Army yesterday, the fortieth Ger- 
man city of more than 100,000 to 
be captured, 

Maj. Gen. Terry Allen’s 104th 
(Timber Wolf) Division took 
Halle, a leading Germant. salt, 
rubber, dye, machinery and paper 
producing center. in Prussian Sax- 
ov 16 miles northwest of Leip- 
zig. 
The Ninth Armored Division 
drove from east of Leipzig to the 
northwest, springing a minor trap 
on any Germans left in the area. 
The tank troops captured a 94- 
car supply train five miles “from 
the city. 

The Third Armored Division to 
the north entered Wolfen, 11 miles 
south of Dessau and fought house 
to house in Bobbau-Steinfurth, a 
mile to the north.

G. Live says that when the Ninety- 
first took formidable Mount 
Adone after two days of bloody 
fighting, the Germans lost their 
main natural bastion covering 
Bologna. 

Col. R. W. Broedlow, command- 
ing the 36lst Infantry Regiment, 
said that at the same time the 
Germans lost their aerial observa- 
tion post—"for while we had Piper 
Cubs, they had Adone.” 

Since October, the 36lst Regi- 
ment had been stuck in the 
shadow of Mount Adone. The 
town of Livergnano, captured last 
October, seemed destined to be- 
come the tombstone of the 36lst 
if it stayed there long enough, for 
the Germans could see their every 
move. 

American officers who have 
seen Corregidor say Mount Adone 
is more formidable—it is bigger 
and steeper. When you go up 
there you understand why Col. 
Broedlow ordered the American 
flag raised on the peak when it 
was taken.

LONDON, April 20 (AP).—More 
than 2000 American planes spread 
out over almost the entire length 
of unoccupied Germany today, 
bombing mainline railways ahead 
of Aliled armies from the out- 
skirts of Berlin southward to 
Prague and Munich.

25 OFFICERS AND MEN KILLED 
WHEN ARMY PLANE FALLS 


SWEETWATER, Tex., April 20 
(AP). — Twenty-five officers and 
men were killed when an Army 
transport plane, headed from Mid- 
land (Tex.)

2—The Office of Price Adminis- 
tration ordered apparel and ac- 
cessory manufacturers to cut back 
their prices to average 1943 levels 
and thus trim retail prices about 
6 per cent, 

Although these moves seemingly 
were in conflict, Davis said he 
had been advised by OPA that the 
wage increase in itself would not 
require an _ industry-wide price 
boost. OPA said, however, some 
mills “may become entitled to in- 
dividual adjustments.” 


In allowing the wage increase, 
previously approved by the War 
Labor Board, Davis said he recog- 
nized the importance of increased 
textile output “to meet military 
requirements and the domestic 
need for low-cost clothing, consid- 
ered vital in maintaining the cost 
of living at present levels” 


The wage adjustment, granted 
to members of the CIO textile 
workers’ union, calls for a 55- 
cents-an-hour minimum rate and 
a general 5-cent-an-hour increase 
in rates above the minimum, 
Since the minimum in general has 
been 50 cents, this amounts to an 
average boost of 5 cents on hour. 

OPA’s new order affecting 
clothing manufacturers was said 
by Price Administrator Chester 
Bowles to be “one of the last 
major steps” in the Government's 
program to increase production of 
moderate and low-priced clothing 
while simultaneously reducing re- 
tail prices. 

In effect, it requires producers 
of cotton, wool and rayon gar- 
ments and accessories to,go back 
to their average price lines of 
1943.

NAVY SECRET WEAPON 


Details Withheld — Missile 
Apparently Modification of 
Steam-Turbine Type. 


WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP). 
—Existence of a new, secret 
“chemical torpedo” in the Navy’s 
arsenal came to light today. 

Although officially disclosed, re- 
— for further details on the 

fapon brought no information 
from the Navy except that the 
subject is “secret.” 

Such information as wag re- 
leased in publicly printed congres- 
sional hearings gave no indication 
of. the significance of the name 
“chemical,” but it evidently ap- 
plies to a modification of the old 
style steam-turbine propulsion. 

Such evidence is found in the 
fact that existing naval  estab- 
lishments equipped to reassemble 
those underwater missiles after 
they have been “ranged” in firing 


testa wil] do the same work on the 
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new type. 

Torpedoes probably are the most 
complex, delicately assembled and 
hence most costly wholly-expend- 
able instruments of destruction in 
the whole field of ordnance. Pre- 
war costs ranged up to $15,000 
each, although wartime mass pro- 
duction has brought their cost 
down to about $9000 a unit. 

The old-style torpedo, in addi- 
tion to its “warhead” of several 
hundred pounds of TNT, has its 
own built-in propulsive mechanism 
put into operation by a trip-lever 
released when the torpedo is fired. 

About one-third of the tube con- 
sists of a flask of air under high 
pressure. When the torpedo is 
fired, the air escapes through 
small pipe lines into a combustion 
chamber where it is mixed with 
jets of alcohol and water. The 
alcohol is ignited, and the re- 
sultant steam and gas, under high 
pressure, is forced against tur- 
t‘nes which rotate the propeller 
shafts. Other built-in mechan- 
isms control course and depth.

A sentimental touch was 
added to the announcement by 
Truman’s disclosure that he and 
Ross, who had gone through grade 
and high schools together at Inde- 
pendence, Mo., had talked by long- 
distance telephone to their former 
high school English teacher, Miss 
Matilda Brown, who broke into 
tears when she heard the news 
that “Charlie has agreed to work 
with me as my secretary.” .

Only One Considered for Post. 


Ross was the President’s first 
and only choice for the important 
position, about which Washington 
has been speculating since Tru- 


Ross’ name has figured prominent- 
ly in all the guesses and surmises. 

In the last two years Ross has 
specialized for the Post-Dispatch 
in writing the series under 
the title of “Men and Jobs After 
the War,” about labor, and about 
the problems involved in the estab- 
lishment of peace. 

One of his outstanding accom- 
plishments was an article pub- 
lished in the Post-Dispatch in 
1931 entitled “The Country’s Plight 
—What Can Be Done About It?” 
For this he received the Pulitzer 
Prize for the best example of 
newspaper correspondence. In 
1935 he received an honorary de- 
gree of Doctor of Laws from 
George Washington University. 

In 1933 he was awarded a medal 
of honor by the University of Mis- 
souri “for his thorough intellec- 
tual background, practically moti- 
vated; for reporting significant 
current history; for his scholarly 
interpretation, lucidly and inter- 
estingly expressed, of the great 
efforts of the day; for his unfail- 
ing efforts to promote among the 
people a better understanding of 
government and finance, and of 
the whole economic fabric of the 
present crisis. As an extraordinary 
reporter of facts and ideas, he has 
faithfully fulfilled his public 
trust.” ' 

Graduate of Missouri U. 

Ross, now 5659 -years old, grad- 
uated from the University of Mis- 
souri in 1905. He worked on the 
late Walter Williams’ paper, the 
Columbia Missouri Herald, before 
and after graduation, and in 1906 
on the Victor (Col.) Record. Com- 
ing to St. Louis in 1907, he worked 
on the Post-Dispatch and the St. 
Louis Republic until September, 
1908, when he returned to Colum- 
bia as an instructor in the then 
newly opened School of Journal- 
ism of the university, the first 
school of its kind in the United 
States, headed by Williams as 
dean. He remained at the uni- 
versity 10 years, spending most of 
his sabbatical year, 1916-17, in 
Melbourne, Australia, as a sub- 
editor on the Melbourne Herald. 


In 1918, when the Post-Dispatch 
established its own Washington 
bureau, Ross was placed in 
charge. He continued as bureau 
chief until 1934. He became editor 
of the Post-Dispatch editorial 
page in 1934, and lived in St. Louis 
until 1939, when he returned to 
Washington as contributing edi- 
tor. He is a member of the fa- 
mous Gridiron Club, of Which he 
was president in 1933. 


Mr. and Mrs. Ross live In Chevy 
Chase, Md. Their sons are Lt. 
John Bruce Ross, Army Medical 
Corps, now in Italy, and Naval 
Lt. Walter Williams Ross, now a 
flying instructor at Dallas, Tex. 

Ross’ appointment follows those 
of two other St. Louisans to im- 
portant posts under President Tru- 
man. John W. Snyder, St. Louis 
banker, was named Federal Loan 
Administrator, and Col. Harry H. 
Vaughan as the President's mili- 
tary aide. Alfred Schindler of St. 
Louis was named Under Secretary 
of Commerce by President Roose- 
velt on the day before Mr. Roose- 
velt’s death. 

The White House press secre- 
tary has been described as a 
“buffer between the President and 
the press; he is an intimate and 
influential adviser to the Presi- 
dent on matters of public rela- 
tions. Early, as President Roose- 
velt’s press secretary, met daily 
with newspaper men and became 
a sort of White House spokesman.

82-Mile Wide Corridor. 

The sprawling German capital 
was in a corridor 82 miles wide 
between the Reds in Hangelsberg 
and the United States Ninth Army 
on the Elbe. 

Earlier the German high com- 
mand announced that the Rus- 
sians had smashed six miles into 
Berlin’s outer defenses to within 
13% miles of the city’s Hmits on 
the northeast and 15/miles on the 
east. 

In a six-mile gain from captured 
Wriezen, the German communique 
said, forces of Marshal Gregory 
Zhukoy’s First White Russian 
Army reached the area of Proetzel 
and Strenebeck on the northeast. 
In a lunge southwest of Muenche- 
berg Zhukov’s tanks and infantry 
were reported to have fought to 
the area of Templeberg and Buch- 
holz, 15 miles east of the capital. 
Another town named Buchholz is 
seven miles north-northeast of 
Berlin. 

The wedge driven to Proetzel 
menaced Bernau, four miles north- 
east of the capital, as well as 


Werneuchen, eight miles northeast, | 
and Strausberg, 10 miles east of | 


the city. 

Advance by Konev's Forces. 

Southeast of the capital, Konev’s 
army advanced 16 miles from 
captured Cottbus on the Spree and 
broke into Calau, 43 miles from 
Berlin and 59 miles from the lines 
of Lt. Gen. Courtney H. Hodges’s’ 
First Army at Wurtzen, the Nazi 
communique said. 


Koney broke through the Spree 
River defensés as well as the 
Neisse line farther east and out- 
flanked the Spree Wald, a region 


of lakes and forests along the Spree | 


which had promised to be the 
most formidable defenses of the 
capital in that direction. : 
At Calau, the Russians were 
only about four miles from Adolf 
Hitler’s last north-south autobahn 
—the one running from Berlin to 
Dresden and the mountain strong- 
holds of Bohemia and Bavaria— 
and 12 miles northeast of Finster- 
walde—a junction on one of the 
last two main railways running 
from Berlin. Thig line, veer- 


| ing outheast through Hoyerswer- 


da and Bautzen, already has been 
cut. 

The second line, running 
through Jueterbog, Elsterwerda 
and Dresden, is 15 miles farther 
west. 

Fighting for Berlin. 

Some Nazi broadcasts referred to 
the battle before the capital as 
now taking place in the “main 
defenses of Berlin.” 

Germany’s principal radio sta- 
tion, the powerful Deutschland- 
sender, which is believed to be 
in the Berlin suburb of Koenigs- 
wusterhausen, 12 miles southeast 
of the capital, was silent. 

Virtually turning their backs on 
the American forceg poised along 
the Elbe 45 miles west of Berlin, 
the Germans reporteé they were 
throwing remaining forces con- 
served for dire emergency into the 
“hell of fire, steel and blood” rag- 
ing along the eastern defenses of 
the capital. 

The Nazis reported the greatest 
tank battle of all time was in 
progress on the approaches to 
Berlin and asserted 1074 Russian 
tanks had been destroyed in the 
first three days of the battle, 
which they announced had begun 
last Monday. 

Moscow Confirms Big Drive. 

Following up Moscow’s confir- 
mation last night of the big of- 
fensive, the Red Army radio in a 
German language broadcast called 
on all German soldiers to sur- 
render and declared “in the pres- 
ent situation of Germany, your re- 
sistance is senseless.” 


The Soviet command, in its first 
announcement of the offensive, 
said that Russian forces had 
crossed the Oder east of Berlin 
and the Neisse to the southeast 
and captured Forst, Muskau and 
Weisswasser, 58 to 72 miles south- 
east of the capital. Moscow 
also announced that the Second 
Polish Army had captured Roth- 
enberg after breaching the Neisse 
line 14 miles north of Goerlitz, 
thus reaching whaf the Poles con- 
sider the western frontier of Po- 
land in this sector. 

By Nazi account, another pow- 
erful Soviet drive was in progress 
against the big port of Stettin at 
the mouth of the Oder. Thou- 
sands of Russians were reported 
surging across the Oder below the 
city under cover of artificial fog 
in an attack that might develop 
into an outflanking maneuver 
north of Berlin. 

Far to the south, forces of 
Marshal Rodion Y. Malinovsky’s 
Second Ukrainian Army pushed 
within 10 miles of Laa, key rail- 
road hub on the road to Prague, 
and was driving up the Morava 
river valley in Czechoslovakia. 
Other gains were made north of 
Vienna in Austria. 
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SCOTLAND'S WHISKY ISLAND 
IS RESUMING PRODUCTION 


Four of Nine Distilleries on Islay 
Back in Operation; Shut Down 
Since ’42. 

BELFAST, April 20 (AP).—Scot- 
land’s whisky island of Islay, 
which hag suffered a depression 
since the Government barred man- 
ufacture in 1942, has resumed pro- 
duction. Four of its nine distil- 

leries have begun to operate. 

The whisky they are making 
now will be set aside to age until 
1948. Millions of gallons maturing 
now in Cambeltown and Argyli- 
shire are expected to be sent to 
America under lend lease.

Murray 
MVA Dill. 

Gen. Reybold said that under 
the present practices of the Army 
engineers river basin development 
is co-ordinated and integrated on 
a nation-wide scale, not merely by 
regions.

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“An inter-agency committee has 
been in existence for several 
years,” he said, “for the specific 
purpose of co-ordinating the over- 
all] development of works of im- 
provement for the control and use 
of water resources.” 


Makeup of Committee. 


This committee, he said, con- 
sists of representatives of the War 
Department, the Interior and Ag- 
riculture departments, and the 
Federal Power Commission. 


’ Creation of a Missouri 
Authority, Gen. Reybold 
would have these effects: 


“(1) It would eliminate the 
effective co-ordination of navi- 
gation and flood control works 
in the Missouri Valley region 
with similar improvements and 
works throughout the nation. 

“(2) It would eliminate, so 
far as the Missouri Valley re- 
gion is concerned, that complete 
control and _ direction which 
Congress exercises under exist- 
ing law over the planning, pro-* 
gramming, authorizing and fi- 
nancing of navigation improve- 
ments and flood control works. 

“(3) It would remove from 
the supervision of the Corps of 
Engineers a large amount of the 
type of work it has been carry- 
ing on under the direction of 
the Secretary of War for 120 
years.” 

Might Displace Engineers. 


The Chief of Engineers said that 
the Murray bill as he construed it 
would take away from the Corps 
of Engineers the jurisdiction it 
now has over flood control, navi- 
gation improvements and other 
river management in the Missouri 
River basin. An extension of the 
valley authority idea to other re- 
gions might very well displace the 
Army Engineers entirely in this 
work, he said, 


He pointed out the value of the 
peace-time training which Army 
Engineers receive in the conduct 
of this river work, saying that it 
was a great contribution to the 
qualification of the engineers 
for the responsibilities they have 
to assume in war. 


In response to questions by Sen- 
ator Harold H, Burton (Rep.), 
Ohio, a member of the subcom- 
mittee, Gen. Reybold said he 
would consider enactment of the 
Murray MVA bill-a step backward 
in the development and control of 
navigable waters of the United 
States. And navigable waters 
now include almost all rivers and 
their tributaries, under Supreme 
Court decisions, he said. 


Farmers’ Union Man for MVA. 


An earnest plea for a Missouri 
Valley Authority on the principles 
of thé Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity was made yesterday afternoon 
by Glenn J. Talbott, president of 
the North Dakota Farmers’ Union 
and chairman of the Committee 
on Regional Resources Develop- 
ment of the National Farmers’ 
Union, 


Talbott’s testimony, given with 
stimulating vigor, brought the 
subcommittee back to the Murray 
MVA bill after it had listened 
for two days to proposals by rep- 
resentatives of the Interior De- 
partment and its various bureaus 
for a different type of MVA, over 
which the Secretary of the In- 
terior would have general super- 
vision. 


“I believe with all my heart,” 
Talbott said, “that, if the princi- 
ples of TVA are applied in the 
Missouri Valley, the results will 
be the same. They must be the 
Same principles, however; not a 
fraudulent imitation or a diluted 
copy. 

“We Don’t Want Fake MVA.” - 


“We do not want a fake MVA. 
We do not want an agency nestled 
in the Department of the Interior 
or any other centralized depart- 
ment where, under the guise of 
‘co-ordination,’ every administra- 
tive decision made in the field is 
subject to review in Washington. 
That is just what we have now. 
We want the co-ordinating to be 
done in the field right where the 
conflicts arise. We believe it is 
the responsibility of the Congress 
to co-ordinate national policies. 
We hope the Congress will not 
turn that responsibility over to 
any well-established bureaucrat. 
But we want the day-to-day deci- 
sions by which those policies are 
carried out to be made on the 
job. We are tired of red tape, of 
buck-passing. We are tired of 
self-serving declarations. We want 
to know who is responsible for 
results.” 


Talbott read into the commit- 
tee’s record an editoria] in last 
Monday’s Post-Dispatch entitled, 
“The Force of an Idea,” describ- 
ing the. growth and,the power of 
the TVA idea as it had been pro- 
posed in the Murray bill for ap- 
plication to the Missouri Valley. 

The progress of the TVA has 
been watched closely by the peo- 
ple of the Missouri Valley, Tal- 
bott said. 

“We felt we needed some of 
whatever it was they had in TVA 
to get to work at controlling our 
river,” he said. “You see, all this 
time and for years before we were 
well aware that money was being 
appropriated to provide a naviga- 
tion channel on the Missouri River 
and to control its floods. A lot 
of fine engineers were at work, a 
lot of contractors had jobs as- 
signed, but the floods recurred. 


“According to the opponents of 
TVA and MVA, the bunch on the 
Missouri River were hard-headed 
experts, not dreamers like the 
ones that went to work in the 
Tennessee Valley—‘Socialists,’ and 
the like. According to the hostile 
press, we had the advantage of 
‘seasoned’ agencies with long ex- 
perience, while down in the Ten- 
nessee Valley the people were at

The work of a Royal Air Force | 


Squadron assigned to fly Allied 
agents and supplies to the Tito 
partisans in Yugoslavia and the 
Maquis in France was described 
here today by Wing Comdr. Clive 
S. G. Stanbury, who is touring 
the United States on a _ three- 
month leave from the R. A. F. 

Following completion of 81 
bomber missions in the Mediterra- 
nean theater and a subsequent 
rest, Comdr, Stanbury was put in 
charge of the 18-plane squadron 
and stationed in Italy. It was the 
squadron’s task to drop men and 
materials to Tito’s forces. 

“Our biggest job,” he said, “was 
to drop a complete field hospital 
by night. Usually our 18 planes 
flew solp missions, but eight of 
us did this job. We dropped four 


| doctors, four orderlies and a full 
|} stock of medical equipment. 


“We were told afterward that 
this mission saved the lives of 
several hundred Partisans and also 
that the supplies were dropped 
without even breaking a bottle of 
aspirin.”

' CAUGHT IN ARTILLERY TRAP. 


UNDER HEAVY FIRE TWO DAYS 


Stokes Describes ‘Infernal’ Bombardment, 4 
Heroism of Men When 128th Battalion) 


Runs Into Nest of Nazi Flak Guns in Leip- 


zig Area.

FEARFUL two-day bombardment by German guns brought 
narrow escapes and produced a number of instances of hero- 
ism among St. Louisans and Missourians with the 128th Ar- 


mored Field Artillery Battalion which today has resumed its advance 


into Germany after escaping from 


We ran into the artillery trap 
on Friday the 13th, the day we 
heard the tragic news of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's death. 

For two days we had raced 
aross Thuringia into Saxony, 
meeting only ~ spotty resistance 
from small arms and an occasion- 
}al smal] caliber field gun. It was 
'too good to last. 

We had followed a zigzag course 
over back roads and across fields, 
avoiding strong points and prob- 
ing for weak places. We finally 
ran our noses smack into a veri- 
table hornets’ nest—a concentra- 
tion of scores of 105-mm. guns 
defending important military in- 
dustries in the general neighbor- 
hood of Leipzig. 

As if aware that their time was 
running out, the Nazi gunners ap- 
parently tried to fire all their re- 
maining shells in desperate haste. 
They came in by the hundreds. 
They were time bursts, exploding 
‘ at tree-top height and showering 
‘in all directions steel fragments 
weighing as much as 25 pounds. 

They seemed particularly eager 
to wipe out our command post. 
For two hours repeated salvos 
crashed all about. One chunk of 
shrapnel cut a hole in a wall of 
the adjacent farm building large 
enough for a wagon to pass 
through. 


Rescue Arrives. 


During that morning the situa- 
tion of our combat command was 
admittedly extremely precarious, 
but by afternoon large forces had 
rushed to our rescue. Many hos- 
tile gun positions were overrun by 
the infantry or knocked out by 
our own artillery. From the win- 
dow at which I sat typing I could 
see Thunderbolts diving on the 
German batteries and hear the 
sound of their strafing and bomb- 


ing. 

With the danger for the mo- 
ment passed, the soldiers discussed 
the tragic news from Washington. 
In this section of the Sixth Ar- 
mored are many hundreds of men 
from St. Louis and other Missouri 
cities. They were sobered rather 
than elated to realize that the‘ 
mantle had fallen on a fellow Mis- 
gourian, Harry S.. Truman. 

The Germans renewed their 
shelling when the Thunderbolts 
had gone. Great steel fragments 
clatter down as_ the. guns, al- 
most surrounding our position, 
pounded steadily. 

During the two days of the in- 
fernal bombardment more than 
one veteran thought it not un- 
likely that at last his time had 
come. For a few brave American 
boys it did mean the end, 


Three Men Killed. 


Only two men were left out of 
the crew of a half-track in Bat- 
tery A, the gasoline tank of which 
exploded when hit by a shell and 
killed three men, including a St. 
Louisan, in a foxhole underneath. 
Three others were wounded. 

Sgt. Carl Gerhardt was seated 
4 on the left forward running board 
of the half track and Cpl. Wood- 
row Bowen of Black, Mo., a tank 
driver, was squatted on the 
ground against the vehicle at the 
left rear when a shell hit the for- 
ward right side. 

Gerhardt had just lighted a 
cigarette and remarked to Bowen 


that he thought he had better |

fasten the steel door behind him 
or it might swing under concus- 
sion and “knock my block off.” 
He was just reaching for the 
latch when the shell struck. The 
swinging gate knocked Gerhardt 
several yards and stunned him. 
When he came to his blouse was 
on fire. 

On the second morning of the 
bombardment, Gerhardt jumped 
into a foxhole and Cpl. James 
Jones of St. Louis dived in on top 
of him. The shell struck a few 
feet away, caved in the side of 
the foxhole and both men were 
buried under the: earth, but neither 
was scratched,

The other man in the half-track 
crew who escaped injury was Lt. 
Raymond J. Carney of Taunton, 
Mass. He was standing on the 
right side of the vehicle when he 
noticed that men in the headquar- 
ters half-track standing nearby 
had been injured. As he walked 
over to investigate a shell hit the 
exact spot where he had been 
standing. 

Both Carney and Gerhardt are 
confident that the three men killed 
in the foxhole under their ve- 
hicle had died of concussion be- 
fore the flood of flaming gasoline 
poured down into the pit. The 
shock was so violent that it tore 
out the half-track’s steel floor. 

Gerhardt, mess cook for Battery 
A, also acts as interpreter. He 
was born in St. Louis, but his 
parents are now somewhere in 
Germany. 

Staff Sgt. James W. Carroll of 
Webster Groves helped pull the 
dead and wounded from another 
foxhole. He had scarcely left with 
the stretchers when three shells 
in rapid succession hit the foxhole. 

(Sgt. Gerhardt, 32 years old, is 
a brother of Henry Gerhardt, 3506A 
Arsenal street. His wife, Mrs. Jean 
Gerhardt, is a resident of Chicago. 
His parents, Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Gerhardt, and two other brothers 
are somewhere in Romania. Sgt. 
Carroll, 24, is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. John Carroll of the Webster

Saves Shell Truck. 


An ammunition truck in Bat- 
tery B was hit and shells and 
small arms bullets exploded in 
every direction. Set. Claude 
Beams of Centralia, Mo., snatched 
several blazing projectiles from 
the vehicle and flung them away. 
Then he scooped up dirt and 
threw it on the flames, finally 
putting them out. 

Sgt. Charles Mann of Mexico, 
Mo., was wounded slightly in the 
face and Capt. Orville S. Bright- 
well of Boonville, commander of 
Battery B, was nicked on the chin 
by a shell splinter, but remained 
at his post after first aid treat- 
ment, 

Pfc. Darrell Flowers of Battery 
C, whose home is in Hopkins, 
Mo., had just been notified that 
he would start at once for a fur- 
lough at home, when a shell struck 
20 yards away and showered his 
105-mm. gun with shrapnel. Hop- 
kins was unhurt and now is on 
his way heme.

It is particularly encouraging that 
this insistence upon higher professional 
standards should come from a newspa- 


per—a representative of the profession \ 


which has most intelligently through the 

years defended the guarantees of the 

first amendment. Only by intelligent 

anticipation of public reaction and by 

equally intelligent self-discipline can we 

prevent legislative intemperance.

Probably a statement that there are 
too many farmers insthe United States 
will be met by shocked denials and ex- 
ciamations of incredulity. Yet _the con- 
tinued and persistent production of 
huge and unmarketable surpluses of 
staples can hardly be explained any 
other way. 

For a century, the proportion of farm- 
ers to total population has been decreas- 
ing. This state of affairs has two prin- 
cipal causes: the opening of new plow- 
jJands abroad and improved methods at 
chome. There is no appar@nt reason to 
believe these influences will be less ef- 
fective in the future than in the past. 


~ Nevertheless, the movement of people 
gway from farming into other occupa- 
tions always lags, and the surplus pro- 
4uction of staples depresses prices and 
“njures the producers. Thus, we have a 
eJarge section of our population which 
cannot produce to its full capacity and 
cannot buy what it needs from other in- 
dustries. The answer that promises eco- 
nomically sound and permanent relief is 
fewer farmers. 


Our Government, with that fumbling 
stupidity which has always character- 
ized the New Deal, has embarked on a 
policy of direct, and indirect subsidies to 
farmers. Such a policy can have but 
ne effect, namely, to keep an over- 
Manned and wretched industry over- 
Tmanned and wretched; to perpetuate the 
condition it aims to cure! 


Prosperity and full employment can 
be reached only by having people in the 
Fight jobs, not by paying them to stay 
in the wrong ones. And what are the 
Fight jobs? Making something or doing 
Something the market demands and can 
pay for, of course. For it is market de- 
Mand, and market demand only, that 
makes jobs, and not silly yelling at em- 
Ployers and braying about 60,000,000 jobs. 

Too many people in one industry in- 
evitably means their product cannot all 
be sold. And it means their power to 
buy the product of other industries is 
by so much reduced.

President Truman, inexperienced as he is in the 
field of world affairs, to take a hand in attempt- 
ing to settle the dispute over how, or if, Poland 
shall be represented at the San Francisco con- 
ference. 

This is probably the world’s most tangled dip- 
lomatic complication at the moment. It involves 
the Kremlin, British and American authorities 
and two groups each claiming to be the true 
Polish Government. 

President Roosevelt grappled with the problem 
before his death, and failed to*bring about a 
solution. It has also baffled Prime Minister 
Churchill and Foreign Secretary Eden. The three- 
nation commission set up to consider the prob- 
lem has failed. Just now, the State Department 
is stymied again by Moscow’s reiterated demand 
for seating the Warsaw group of Poles, with no 
consideration for the London group or any 
other representatives. Though the State Depart- 
ment was clearly justified in again rejecting 
Moscow's proposal, it has not yet come within 
miles of a solution. 

Is not Mr. Truman merely inviting frustration 
and embarrassment early in his term by taking 
a hand in attempting to untangle this gigantic 
Gordian knot? 

We do not think so. Instead,. his reported 
intention to tackle the question may turn out 
to be a very-shrewd stroke. 

For one thing, his possible failure will not be 
held very seriously against him by public 
opinion. Since the men with intimate knowledge 
of-the dilemma have been unsuccessful, it will 
be no discredit for a comparative neophyte to 
fail. 

But if Truman, the newcomer, should succeed 
in finding an acceptable formula for a just set- 
tlement that will permit the Poles to be heard 
at San Francisco, then he will be proclaimed 
throughout the Allied world as a statesman of 
real stature, 

What can he lose by trying? Certainly not 
so much as by giving up in despair without at- 
terffipting a solution. The opportunity will be 
at hand in the next few days with the arrival 
of Foreign Commissar Molotov at the White 
House for consultations before proceeding to 
San Francisco. 

And it may be that a new appeal from Tru- 
man, a man with fresh perspective, will. find 
Stalin as receptive as he was to the new Presi- 
dent’s suggestion that Foreign Commissar Molo- 
tov be Russia’s representative at the conference 
instead of Ambassador Gromyko, as originally 
planned, 

Stalin hasn’t anything to lose by another co- 
operative move. Certainly it will be to his 
credit to approve now a compromise settlement 
for a provisional Polish Government which, it 
should be noted, will be only temporary in any 
event. By one stroke, Stalin could do something 
that would satisfy Truman’and Churchill, satisfy 
the Polish. underground, preserve Allied unity 
and help rather than damage Russian prestige. 

In any event, Truman will be making neither 
a diplomatic nor a personal mistake—win or 
lose—by trying at the eleventh hour to find a 
solution for the Polish puzzle, 
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“Mein Kampf” was right about one thing— 
there is a Red Menace for Hitlerite Germany.

That Medical School Bill 


The Missouri House has taken the unusual 
step of reversing its University Committee’s un- 
favorable report on the bill for expansion of 
the State university’s medical course from two 
to four years. Clearly, the House was stampeded 
by the superficially plausible arguments in favor 
of the step, and by the urgings of community 
boosters from Kansas City. 

If the House clings to its attitude when the 
bill comes up soon for passage, it will be up to 
the Senate to look at the matter objectively, and 
consider carefully what the results would be. 
Where, for instance, are competent medical 
school instructors going to be found at a time 
when all doctors of any ability are rushed with 
increased practice at home or are in the armed 
services? Why isn’t more consideration given 
to the University Board of Curators, which 
studied the subject exhaustively and reached a 
logically reasoned conclusion against the plan? 

There are sensible answers to all the argu- 
ments offered by advocates of this ill-timed and 
unnecessary proposal. It’s up to the Senate to 
study them calmly before binding the State to 
a decision which is likely to be regretted. 
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A pause is necessary on the Western front, 
Gen. Bradley announces. No relief for Hitler 
in that, with the Russians pushing their new 
drive with the intention of pausing only in Ber- 
lin, 
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The Telephone Case Again 


In principle, the OPA had a case for reopen- 
ing the valuation of Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co. facilities in Missouri, and the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission now has a case 
for denying OPA’s petition. The commission 
acted on the premise that the proceeding does 
not involve rates. When it went on in its report 
to say that the rates seemed reasonable, how- 
ever, it opened the way for OPA to question its 
determination of the rate base and also to in- 


quire whether the company’s war burden had 


not been unduly lightened by counting extraor- 
dinary wartime income and excess profits taxes 
as operating expenses. 

OPA’s points are well taken as a general prop- 
osition. They could make a vast difference in 
many rate cases. As a practical matter, however, 
the figures on Southwestern’s Missouri opera- 
tions do not seem to bear out the fears the 
OPA’s questions imply. After’ deducting all 
taxes, the company’s net overating income in 
Missouri is reported as $6,641,000 in 1940. Dur- 
ing the war it has declined—to $5,716,000 in 
1944; meanwhile, the company’s investment has 
increased somewhat. The way is still open to 
question the rate base and the long-run rate of 
return. The 14 per cent decline of earnings 
from 1940 to 1944, however, which is attributable 
entirely to a great increase of tax payments, does 
seem to preclude any argument that the com- 
pany is unreasonably escaping its share of the 
war cost.

One Road to World War III 


Assistant Secretary of State Clayton has told 
the House’ Ways and Means Committee that 
America’s failure to continue our reciprocal 
trade agreement policy “might well lead to a 
Third World’ War.” Henry Wallace told the 
Senate Cdémmerce Committee the same thing. 
Cordell Hull has written Chairman Doughton 
from his sickbed that the action Congress takes 
on the bill will be a decisive test of the reality 
of American interest in a real peace, by showing 
whether we are willing to shoulder our share of 
the responsibility for “creating the basic condi- 
tions upon which the enduring peace depends.” 

The point these three men have made is of 
supreme importance. It requires deeds, not 
words, to cement the foundations. We found out 
that to win the war we must commit our human 
and material resources to the combat. Now we 
must find out that lasting peace cannot be had 
for the asking, but requires courage in facing re- 
adjustments and sacrifice of special int@ests for 
the general good. 

Yet when Clayton had finished his testimony, 
Congressman Knutson, a Minnesota Republican, 
sneered that “you’re just trying to sell us a pig 
in a poke.” Senator Wiley of Wisconsin, also 
Republican, interrupted Wallace’s testimony with 
a high-tariff appeal, and when the Secretary 
of Commerce charged him with talking for an- 
other war, shouted that Wallace was “getting 
Perhaps some other Republica 
member will term ex-Secretary Hull’s consistent 
effort to reopen the channels of world trade the 
impractical theories of a dreamer. ; 

It is high time that the Republicans follow 
the lead of Senators Vandenberg and Burton, 
and Representatives Eaton and Judd, in realiz- 
ing that neither America nor the world can live 
without trade, and that others cannot trade with 
the world’s greatest industrial nation without 
paying us principally in goods. 

That is why Mr. Clayton, a hard-bitten busi- 
ness man who before the war was the world’s 
greatest cotton merchant, should be listened to. 

The renewal of the legislation is a must for 
our postwar future. If we fail to match words 
with deeds, we are indeed taking the first step 
on one road to a Third World War. 
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Weimar Looks at Horror 

The Germans were left with belief in both 
their strength and their honor after the last 
war. It was a mistake to leave them that belief, 
and Gen. Patton intends that the mistake won't 
be repeated. The General, who attacks all prob- 
lems head-on, has marched a large group of 
Weimar’s citizens through the Buchenwald pris- 
on camp. When the Germans turned their heads 
from crematory ovens, Americans told them, 
“You must look—you are responsible for, hag 

This isn’t the first time that American’\troops 
have shown Germans the work of Nazi torturers. 
The idea has so much common sense that it may 
become a matter of Allied policy. It will stop 
any attempt by Germans, years hence, to dismiss 
history as “atrocity stories.” Left with memo- 
ries of Nazi bestiality and destroyed cities, the 
Germans are likely to remember that their cause 
was as black as their fate. 
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The new Washington harmony, according to 
right-wing commentators, is that the President 
will play the tune set by Congress. On the other 
hand, he’s a pretty good solo piano-player. 
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A Slap for the Sheriff 


Sheriff Dougherty has been promptly and 
properly slapped back on his heels by the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, which issued a 
decisive No in response to his request for a wage 
increase of 10 per cent for the 84 employes in 
his office. 


Considering the facts recently brought out 


about Dougherty’s unsavory connections, and the 
evidence as to the general uselessness of his of- 
fice, the Sheriff would be wise if he preserved 
a discreet silence for a while. Instead, he laid 
himself wide open by his presumptuous request 
for more money to run his office, which already 
costs the taxpayers $153,000 net a year, with very 
few ser, es rendered. ' 
The board politely suggested that the Sheriff 
get rid of surplus employes. That, of course, 
is too much to expect, even in a time of man- 
power shortage. The Sheriff defied public opin- 
ion and the leaders of his ow party by declin- 
ing to resign when the scandals about himself 
and some of his deputies were exposed. By 
hanging on, he invited exactly the kind of slap- 
ping-down he got from the Board of Estimate. 
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Hitler’s Ruhr pocket has been thoroughly 
picked. 
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Submission to the Pensioners 

The position of old-age pensioners as a spe- 
cially privileged Missouri group was strength- 
ened when the Senate voted down the bill to 
put a lien on the property of such a beneficiary, 
to compensate the State, after his death, for part 
of*the pensions paid during his lifetime. 

The pension beneficiaries would not have been 
penalized by such a provision. Only their heirs, 
persons who refused to provide for them while 
they lived, would have lost anything. As it was, 
many deserving persons are kept off the rolls 
by passage of this bill, for it also provided for 
repéal of limitations which now forbid payments 
to applicants holding $500 worth of insurance 
or property valued at $1500. 

The only reason for defeat of this construc- 
tive measure was political fear on the part of 
Senators. The votes of pensioners and their 
families are still considered something to woo 
by means of special legislative favors. Until this 
attitude is changed, when the Senate acts on its 
sensible decision to reconsider the bill, Missou- 
ri’s present inefficient pension system will con- 
tinue.

" engineer declares; the idea that the top initiates all action is as dead 
as a dodo; Ickes’ program would be a hazard to freedom, he says.

The bill introduced by Senator Murray 
Calling for the creation of a Missouri Val- 
ley Authority has entered upon its six 
months’ review. The whole period has been 
divided into three equal parts among the 
Commerce Committee, which, on April 16, 
began considering the flood-control and 
navigation features; after it has finished, 
the Reclamation Committee will explore 
how irrigation is to be affected, and finally 
the Agriculture Committee, which will take 
testimony on the agricultural phases. 


These last hearings may well include tes- 
timony on the over-all picture inherent in 
legislation creating an autonomous regional 
agency designed to develop, and in so doing 
safeguard, a vast complex of natural re- 
sources including people. 

There will be much marching and coun- 
ter-marching of the business and political 
forces invariably brought into action when 
forward steps are proposed, 


TVA Like an Answer to Prayer 


The big issue lies quite outside this area. 
The big issue is that the increasing central- 
ization of all Government authority has be- 
come so cumbersome that at many points 
it is precluding effective action—and in 
some administrative areas any action at all. 

What will happen when the wartime urge 
to make the best of what we have no 
longer operates? For those looking only 
for good government, the TVA experience 
seems like an answer to prayer. The cry, 
“Let’s have more regional autonomy and 
authority,” is likely to swell into quite a 
chorus. Among the administrators there 
is now painful soul-searching in an effort 
to decide what position to take in the corfi- 
ing struggle. 

The situation of the Department of the 
Interior is peculiarly difficult. Secretary 
Ickes is said to want a single administra- 
tor, who would report to the Secretary of 
the Interior. This would put us back just 
where we were before TVA days. Central- 
ized and entrenched bureaucracy would 
once again ride high, 

The TVA is actually, as well as theoret- 
ically, an ,autonomous regional authority. 
It carries out the instructions of Congress, 
reporting to Congress, and on the execu- 
tive side, to the President. General poll- 
cies have been established by Congress and 
approved by the President in the original 
TVA Act and in subsequent amendments. 
They are implemented and ratified in an- 
nual appropriation bills. But the manage- 
ment decisions through Which these poli- 
cies are carried out are reached in the 
Valley, not in Washington. 


Decentralization Really Works 


Those who would like to see the TVA 
and other regional agencies placed in an 
old-line department argue that to have in- 
dependent agencies reporting directly to 
the President creates an intolerable bur- 
den on the Chief Executive. Such fears 
are founded on illusion. The board has the 
authority given to it by Congress and has 
acted on this responsibility to the satisfac- 
tion of Congress, the President and the 
people of the Valley. This is a develop- 
ment of the greatest importance in the sci- 
ence of government. 

The decentralization has worked in prac- 
tice and it conforms to the tenets of mod- 
ern management, The idea that the top 


initiates all action is dead as a dodo, be- 
cause authority becomes increasingly some- 
thing that stems from a functional respon- 
sibility. More and more those who are 
nearest to the facts should make the deci- 
sions. In this sense, authority resides at 
every level—even at the lowest. 
Everybody from the bottom to the top 
knows his responsibilities, and out of these 
grow his authority. This brings into play 


‘what Frederick W. Taylor called the “Ex- 


ception Principle,” under which, as we ap- 
proach the top, routine is more and more 
avoided and time reserved for the unusual 
and unexpected. 


Remote Control a Menace 


It does away with the necessity for co- 
ordinators, expediters and liaison officials 
— Classifications unknown in_e scientific 
management. Given the idea that respon- 
sibility begets its own authority, ‘such func- 
tions become unnecessary. 


The moment you place a regional author- 
ity ‘such as an MVA under the direction of 
a Cabinet officer, the pall of politics and 
pull operating at a distance takes the place 
of action in the field by those close to the 
facts. It is this situation which is under- 
mining people’s confidence in the good in- 
tentions and effectiveness of Government, 


There ig rarely any trouble in getting 
Government officers in the field to co- 
operate, no matter how much their bosses 
in Washington may be at loggerheads. Be- 
ing near the job to be done somehow brings 
reality into play. 

Action on the MVA Dill will decide 
whether the United States Government is 
going to go ahead with the development of 
decentralization techniques or is to face 
the increasing complexities of centraliza- 
tion. In effective resource development, 
you cannot have both centralization and 
decentralization. And apparently the fu- 
ture of the nation and the world depend 
on effective resource development. Further 
centralization as contemplated by the Ickes 
program will act as a hazard to freedom 
and democratic institutions,

Three of the season’s products in light 
reading come nourished by the soil of Mis- 
souri—a novelized autobiography, a fiction- 
ized regional history and a novel. 

Charlie May Simon wag a writin’ woman 
when she went to live in the Ozarks on a 
wilderness “sixty” that she named Rocky 
Crossing because there was a creek with a 
rocky bottom. There was hard sledding 
for a while, for it was when the banks were 
failing, but the neighbors were helpful, and 
even the hardships made good copy when 
she came to write her book, 

If she embellishes her experiences with a 
writin’ woman’s wit, there is no good 
ground for complaint. Life at Rocky Cross- 
ing was pleasant and “Straw in the Sun” 
is a pleasant telling about it. 
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In “Fury in the Earth,” Mr. Kroll shows 
what a man with a good supply of imagi- 
nation can do with an earthquake. It is 
the New Madrid shake of 181] that Kroll 
writes about. 

When he was a boy wading in Reelfoot 
Lake, he gave free rein to his imagination, 
in which regard he seems to have been 
precocious. When he was a man, he went 
to work on his idea, giving it the benefit of 
his grown-up imagination and turning out a 
story that tells what might have happened 
when the earth shook and the Mississippi 
River ran upstream. 

Not entirely trusting his imagination, Mr, ° 
Kroll consulted the records of the occur- 
rence to be found in sober histories of the 
period, and he assures us that the back- 
ground of the adventures he ascribes to 
Hogshead Bolivar and associates is quite 
authentic. 

With an authentic background, it is the 
privilege of a writer of fictionized history 
to fill in according to his taste. This Mr, 
Kroll has done in “Fury in the Earth.”

I believe him to have been a 
very great President, a member of 
that little shining fellowship to 
which Washington, Jefferson, 
Jackson, Lincoln and Woodrow 
Wilson belong with him. But that 
is the public context of Roosevelt, 
for proof of which we must wait, 
first, upon the judgment of those 
to come and, next, upon publica- 
tion of documents, especially his 
private correspondence, which will 
enable that judgment to be formed. 

The qualities in him by which I 
was always impressed were the 
quickness, sympathy and speed of 
uniderstanding, above all of per- 
sons, and the hatred of injustice 
which powerful men crn inflict by 
the abuse of power. He had gai- 
ety, a vivid sense of humor and 
a ¢apacity to discuss problems so 
that he never needed to remind 
you that it was the President of 
the United States that sat behind 
the desk. 


A Fine Debater. 


He could be extraordinarily 
frank about men and policies. He 
had a remarkable sense of timing; 
reform of the Supreme Court was 
the only instance I know when he 
went completely wrong. He hada 
keen grasp of the need for a Presi- 
dent to compel formation of a 
genuine public opinion behind any 
issue On which he thought action 
was important. For he understood 
not only that this wa. the demo- 
cratic way but that it stored up a 
stock of interest in the affairs of 
state which could never be too 
large. 


He was a superb debater. I 
remember with great vividness a 
dinner in Washington at which 
Dr. Glenn Frank, the chief Repub- 
lican guest, attacked him for 
marching towards a bureaucratic 
dictatorship. His reply was as deli- 
cate a piece of intellectual energy 
as any I have ever seen. Glenn 
Frank was not so much over- 
whelmed as laughed into insig- 
nificance. The speed and happy 
contempt of the reply were so in- 
fectious that even the Republicans 
present could not but enjoy it. 

I heard one of his fireside talks 
once in the University Settlement 
Society in New York, and as the 
exquisite voice distilled its magic 
I will never forget the rapt, even 
religious expression of content- 
ment on the face of an old Italian 
immigrant peasant woman from 
Sicily who could hardly follow the 
thought but sensed that such great 
music was the signature to great 
thoughts. 


Not an Atom of Dogma. 


He was a grand person to work 
with. He gave you so much more 
credit than you deserved, and in 
@the process of collaboration he 
was wonderfully just a member 
of a team. Once I helped him 
with the making of a speech—of 
course for a nonpolitical occa- 
sion—and it was°wonderful to see 
how quickly he took one’s points. 
and how clearly he made you see 
how he would use one paragraph, 
amend another and reject a third. | 

He was always empirical in his. 
approach to problems:. there was) 
not an atom of dogma about him. 
He always argued from the cen- 
tral principle of his faite — if 
Americans would be made worthy | 
of America, America would prove | 
worthy of Americans. He set great | 
store not only by measures like | 
the TVA—he had a quite special | 
admiration for Dave Lilienthal— | 
but éven more by bodies like the| 


Securities Commission, which com- 
pelled the revelation of facts to 
the public. He had a great en- 
thusiasm for social security and 
an eager desire to lay the founda- 
tions for a new South before he 
left the White House. 


I asked him once in Washing- 
ton what was the impact pon 
him of the presidenttal office. He 
said frankly that he enjoyed the 
exercise of power, enjoyed reven 
the battles with Congress and even 
more the battles with the vested 
interests outside. But he felt in- 
creasingly—this was in 1938—the 
loneliness its pre-eminence _in- 


volved. He said: “Whatever you 
do, wherever you go, the burden 
of the presidency is inescapable. 
And you cannot ask anyone to 
share the burden.” 


Check of the Senate. 


He had a high regard for the 
Senate; it might contain queer 
people, men who sacrificed 
straightness of mind for driving 
ambition, of whom he instanced 
Henry Clay before the Civil War 
and Roscoe Conkling since. He 
remarked, with’ a twinkle of the 
eye: “I refrain from any refer- 
ence to contemporary Senators.” 
But he thought the Senate was an 
experienced body, a valuable check 
and, as Senator George Norris’ 
career made plain, a marvelous 
platform from which to serve the 
public, 

Like most men so overburdened, 
he read too little, though it was 
astonishing to me to note how 
many books he found time to look 
over. Dr. Padover’s “Jefferson,” 
Justice Frankfurter’s “Justice 
Holmes,” Prof. and Mrs. Lynd’s 
two books about Middletown, Max 
Lerner’s “It’s Later Than You 
Think,” Churchill's “Marlborough,” 
which he described to me as the 
best brief a descendant ever put 
in for an anoestor before the bar 
of history; of all these he spoke 
with interest and knowledge, 


Churchill as a Warrior. 


When I asked him once who the 
three greatest Presidents were he 
answered immediately, “Jefferson, 
Lincoln and Woodrow Wilgon,” to 
which he added with emphasis 
that he was never sure whether 
Buchanan was a greater failure

Schmeling Tag 
On Dead Nazi, 
Ofticer Declares 


BALTIMORE, April 20 (AP).— 
Lt. Col. Howard C. Greer of sub- 
urban Middle River declared to- 
day that despite denials the Ger- 
mans make, he is pretty well con- 
vinced that former world’s heavy- 
weight champion Max Schmeling 
is dead—killed’ by Greer’s own 
Thirtieth Division infantrymen. 

“The Germans say Schmeling 
has deserted their army and isn’t 
dead, but I saw a German, killed 
by the men of my company, who 
was wearing dog-tags with Max 
Schmeling’s name on them,” Col. 
Greer said in an interview. 


“And he looked like a heavy- 
weight champion. He was a huge 
man. His face was disfigured be- 
yond recognition by his wounds, 
but the dog-tags are pretty final 
proof.” 

The heavyweight fighter was 
among the paratroopers who par- 
ticipated in the airborne invasion 
of Crete, at that time the largest 
operation of its kind in history. 

Col. Greer said the body he 
Saw was garbed in “a complete 
paratrooper outfit, with para-

tery C was that of its commander, 
Capt. Stanley M. Brown of Grin- 
nell, Ia. The bombardment caught 
him in the open too far away to 
get to a foxhole. He flung him- 
self to earth with no shelter. A 
German 105-mm. shell struck 10 
yards away and came rolling past 
his head at a distance of three 
feet. He remembers chiefly that 
there was a small clod in front of 
his eyes. 

“Boy, that clod looked as big 
as a barn,” he shuddered today. 
The missile was one of the -few 
duds the Germans sent over. 
St. Louisan Nicked. 

A miraculous escape was that 
of Sgt. George E. Torlina, whose 
home is at 6701 San Bonita ave- 
nue, St. Louis. When one install- 
ment of the shelling started, he 
ran for a half-track and was div- 
ing beneath when there was a 
burst of fire on the other side. 

One shell fragment tore the 
front from his combat blouse and 
another ripped his trousers and 
the khaki shorts underneath, but 
his only wound was a faint 
scratch on the leg, 

(Sgt. Torlina, 26, member of the 
128th Armored Field Artillery 
Battalion, is the husband of Mrs. 
Lola Torlina and the son of Mrs. 
Elsa Torlina of 6701 San Bonita 
avenue, Clayton. He has been 
Overseas since January, 1944.) 

We were enabled to escape from 
our trap by a surprise attack by 
infantry of our combat command 
which overran and captured dis- 
mantied in a park no less than 
24 new German 105-mm. rifles. 
> We took nearly 100 prisoners, al! 
bold, defiant Nazis and Hitler 
youth zealots. 

We learned later that the 
wasp’s nest into which we crashed 
Was one of the largest concentra- 
tions of flak guns in Germany. 
This and other divisions have 
taken hundreds of new 105-mm. 
and 88mm. cannon. These were 
intended primarily to defend from 
Allied bombers the colossal syn- 
thetic oil, gasoline and benzine 
plants south of Leipzig, but the 
barrels of the guns can be de- 
pressed for use against ground 
forces. 

Saturday was spent mostly on 
another of those motor prom- 
enades across Germany which 
have been so incredibly easy. 

One curious feature was a string 
of factories miles long with smoke 
and steam pouring from 
stacks and no doubt busily turn- 
fing out munitions for Hitler. We 
raced past without trying to mo- 
lest them. It is not our job to 
polish off war plants, but that 
of the divisions coming up be- 
hind us. 

We liberated 2500 #$=Engliish, 
French and Russian war prison- 
ers and took hundreds of Ger- 
mans prisoner, 

Monday in the G-4 section of 
the Sixth Armored Division, I en- 
countered Warrant Officer Alex- 
ander C. Klimas, 4162 Juniata 
street, St. Louis. He has charge 
of motor transport and is also the 
division’s fiscal officer. He was 
formerly a sales engineer for the 
Autocar Sales and Service Co., 
2740 Locust street. It -happens 
that his half-track was manufac- 
tured by. his old company. Since 
the Normandy beachhead it has 
traveled 2500 miles in France and 
Germany and is still going strong. 
Germans’ Dual Nature. 

Incidents of the day again illus- 
trate the dual character of the 
Germans. At one spot they bat- 
tied against us like one of the 
great martial races of history. At 
another they gave up as if they 
were the most spiritless people 
on earth, surrendering by hun- 
dreds without firing a shot and 
Jeaving unblown some bridges and 
railroad viaducts and not even 
pretending to man elaborate road- 
blocks. 

Out of one town slogged 107 
German soldiers—miserable crea- 
tures, bone-tired and mortally dis- 
heartened. They declared that 
they had been given only three 
carbines for the whole lot. 


Ovation From Germans. 

In another village we received 
the first ovation yet given us by 
the Germans. They ran out to 
meet us pith smiles and laughter 
and with hands extended. They 
said they were evacuees of Co- 
blenz and vicinity and that the 
stingy Saxony peasants had re- 
fused to give them food. They de- 
clared the local Volkssturmers 
Were cowards and would not fight. 

Sure enough, at that moment 
about 100 of them came plodding 
along with their hands behind 


their heads. They had surren- 
dered at the first summons, 

The Rhinelanders all but danced 
with joy at the discomfiture of 
their hosts and insisted on trying 
to shake our hands “for giving 
us revenge.” 

The attitude of the German pop- 
ulace toward their American con- 
querors continues to puzzle us all. 
True, there are always some wav- 
ing white flags in a transport of 
terror, some women who weep 
and some men who scowl. 


Passive, Wooden Faces. 


They came forth along our route 
in throngs, lining sidewalks, peer- 
ing over fences and leaning from 
windows to watch us pass. But I 
have a memory of only leagues of 


the | 


faces of wood, impassive, totally 
devoid of expression. 

The effect of this stolid vacuity 
day after day is growing uncanny. 

So far as the Sixth Armored’s 
sector is concerned, and also from 
what I have seen of the Fourth 
Armored’s sector, the Germans 
thus far are fighting less stren- 
uously to defend their own home 
soil than they did in France to 
defend conquered territory. 

Captured German officers ad- 
mit that the Volkssturm is worth- 
less in a military sense and de- 
scribe its members brutally as 
“mere sausage meat.” But for- 
midable resistance that we have 
met at chosen points has stripped 
our front line troops of the im- 
pression that the war on the 
Western Front may end in days 
or weeks. Théy remember that 
the Reich has great armies of 
first-class soldiers on the Eastern 
te the Russians the easier it is 
for the German commanders to 
shuttle forces from one side of 
the corridor to the other as the 
emergency requires. But perhaps 
we are too near the trees to see 
the forest. 

Until now, a long series of vil- 
lages and cities has dropped into 
our hands like ripe fruit. Gen- 
erally the force that administered 
the necessary gentle shake was a 
tiny spearhead of two jeeps load- 
ed to their entirety and two light 
tanks which salute each commun- 
ity on entering with a volley of 
machine-gun fire. 

Usually there is no reply, but 
occasionally a small group Ger- 
man soldiers from a dozen up to 
100 or 200 fire a few rounds, then 
surrender. Near one large city we 
shot up a convoy of Nazi vehicles 
herding into the interior an abso- 
lute army of Allied war prisoners 
and slave laborers who gave us 
an ovation in a babel of tongues. 


Swift Patton Thrust. 


Six days ago, with a thrust ‘as 
fierce and swift as that of a mas- 
ter fencer, Lt. Gen, George S. Pat- 
ton sent his Third Army forward 
60 miles to reach the Saale River, 
last important barrier before the 
Elbe. 

The combat team with which I 
traveled left Koerner, Thuringia, 
at 8-o’clock on the morning of 
April 11 and by 6 p. m. had got as 
far as the village of Hassenhausen, 
which lies in a kind of% peninsula 
stretching south between Thurin- 
gia and Saxony. 

The advance met resistance so 
weak as to be fantastic. For the 
most part the trip was as un- 
eventful as a holiday jaunt along 
a quiet American highway. Town 
after town rolled off the map in 
dozens like telling beads on a 
string. During one favorable’ hour 
the, armored column made 25 
miles, a phenomenal distance. 


Children in Uniform. 4 


At the village of Tunzenhausen 
we met stout opposition and 
there were casualties on both 
sides. About 75 prisoners were 
rounded up. «Some were men 50 
to 60 and there were a dozen boys, 
all of whom said they were 14 to 
16, but some looked to be 10 or 
12. They said the Nazi leader 
came into town amd demanded $re- 
inforcements, Thirty-five soldiers 
forced the elderly men and young 
boys to don uniforms. “We've been 
soldiers only two days,” they de- 
clared. 

In the outskirts of Hassenhau- 
sen, Pvt. William S. White of Al- 
bany, Mo., saw a movement near 
a barn. He fired several shots 
from his carbine, then went in 
s:ngle-handed and brought out 
eight German soldiers with their 
arms above their heads. 

Five Gallant Men. 

A few days ago this division was 
ringing with an exploit of singu- 
lar courage in which a tank crew 
of five, amid the chaos of an 


early menting counterattack, set 


aided materially in the repulse of 
a German column. 

The gallant quintet was com- 
posed of Lt. George M. Robertson 
Jr., of Winona, Minn., fire observ- 
er for the 128th Artillery Battal- 
ion; Cpl William R. Goss, Cedar 
Gap, Me., driver of the medium 
tank “Dehydrated Hell’; Pfc. 
Thomas A. Banks, Elk City, OK., 
acting tank commander; Cpl. Al- 
bert F. Hamilton, Greenville, N. 
C., main gunner, and Pvt. Gros- 
sett, Pittsburgh, bow gunner. 

The incident occurred April 8 
at the town of Marolterode, just 
southeast of Schlotheim. An en- 
emy force burst from the nearby 
woods. We had a garrison of nine 
tanks and two platoons of infan- 
try. 

The first enemy waves of self- 
propelled guns and some scores of 
foot soldiers overran our outposts 
and moved swiftly into the center 
of town. 

Four of “Dehydrated Hell's” 
crew were sound asleep in bed, 
but Goss, who had been placed on 
guard in the tank, heard the noise 
of the Nazi entrance and jumped 
out and awakened Lt, Robertson. 
They returned to the. tank and 
saw the enemy self-propelled ad- 
vancing. Goss tried to back the 
tank behind a building, but the 
motor stalled on a steep embank- 
ment. Robertson ordered him to 
abandon the vehicle. 


Fight as Infantry. 

They went into the building and 
awakened their comrades. From 
his window Robertson Paw one 
self-propelled gun in th@ street be- 
neath and another coming in. The 
officer in command of the leading 
gun was sitting with his head out 
of the open turret. Robertson 
killed him with one shot from his 
pistol, a captured Luger. 

He killed one and wounded an- 
other of two German soldiers try- 
ing to break in the door under the 
window. In the meantime the 
others had returned to the tank. 
Hamilton stopped a doughboy with 
a bazooka, took it from him and 
asked him how it worked, The 
G. I. showed him. Hamilton aimed 
the weapon, let fly at the second 
German self-propelled. It was the 
first time he had ever fired a ba- 
zooka. The rocket hit squarely 
and bounced the gun off the road 
into the ditch. 


Nazis Lose Nerve. 

Neither of these motorized can- 
non fired a shot. The first was 
undamaged but the crew was so 
demoralized by the death of their 
commander that they were unable 
to act. 

The five Americans then manned 
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up the nucleus of resistance which 
their tank positions as usual, 
Hamilton repeatedly called the 
command post by radio, asking 
that an artillery barrage be placed 
on the town. At first the garrison 
milled about, but rallied with en- 
gineers, maintenance men and 
even cooks joining in the fight. 
The artillery shelled the town, but 
it took an hour to drive the ene- 
my away. The Germans lost 48 
killed, 30 prisoners and two self- 
propelleds.

OW wil] the Germans adapt themselves to the postwar 
H een Will they understand at last, using as their lesson 

the beating to a pulp the German armies and cities under- 
went to complete the Allied military victory, that they are 

not a race of supermen, “divinely” endowed, by 
force of: arms, to rule the world? 

“HOTEL BERLIN,” which opened Tuesday 
at the FOX Theater, is an important film be 
cause, in a highly persuasive and apparently 
documented way, it tries to answer the above 
questions. The answers the picture gives pre- 
dicts, unless we watch out, another bloodbath 
for the world 20 years hence. The Germans, 
according to the film, will adapt themselves to 

the postwar world only insofar as they regain the fair name 
they once held in the sciences, business, and the arts, Under 
cover of that refurbished reputation, they will then proceed 
to wreck the peace, 

You will notice that the word “Germans,” rather than 
“Nazis,” is used in the preceding sentences as the focal point 
eof the danger for the future. The film, indeed, fixes the blame 
for World War III, if it develops, on the Germans of the 
aristocracy and the military establishment rather than on the 
Germans who are, politically, Nazis. The Nazis, the film shows, 
are fighting now to their literal physical end, Having “failed” 
Germany,:the Nazis have been discarded as “amateurs” by the 
aristocracy and the military, and continue to fight on “only” 
to extend their personal lives by days or weeks. The aristo- 
erats, who are Nazis only in the sense that the Nazi party has 
been an instrument of Germany's age-old and uninterrupted 
drive for worldwide power, 
months ago. By so surrendering, they might have kept their 
armies and wealth intact, and would have begun plotting im- 
mediately. 

It is the implacable and murderous underlying conflict be- 
tween the Nazis and the aristocrat-militarists, as Allied armies 
close on Berlin, that provides the theme of “Hotel Berlin.” 
With Fine Performances by Cast 

The picture, from a story by Vicki Baum, opens in the 
luxurious Berlin Hotel, hub of the Nazi capital. The date of 
the actiog is “1945.” The lobby is a maelstrom of all.of Ger- 
many’s war types. A chart of some of the more important 
cross-currents of plot that then are developed is as follows: 

1. Ranking German General Raymond Massey is told by 
his friend, Henry Daniell, that he must kill himself for his part 
in an officers’ attempted coupe against Hitler or be liquidated 
by the Gestapo, headed by George Coulouris. Massey tries to 
persuade Andrea King, playing a leading movie star, to flee 
with him to Sweden to “wait out” the peace. She refuses, 
knowing that he can’t get away with his flight. 

2, Underground Leader Helmut Dantine has escaped from 
a concentration camp and has come to Hotel Berlin to contact 
Peter Lorre, once a liberal scientist and Dantine’s teacher while 
at school. Lorre has been whipped into drunken submission 
by the Nazis and will have nothing to do witb Dantine. 

3. Faye Emerson, Aryan widow of a Jew who has Deen 
killed in ‘the concentration camps, ekes out a sordid livelihood 
by acting as the hotel prostitute and informer. She betrays 
Dantine to the Nazis. Later, she redeems herself by helping 
the underground get him away. 

You TOO Can Be Beautiful... 

“THE ENCHANTED COTTAGE,” at the AMBASSADOR, 
$s a sticky and pretentious love story starring Dorothy McGuire, 
Robert Young, and Herbert Marshall, Miss McGuire plays 
a girl so “ugly” that no man will look at her. 
Young plays a returned soldier whose face has 
been scarred up so that his fiancee, Hilary 
Brooke, can't look at him. Marshall plays a 
pianist who is blind, therefore he can “see.”

ONE SUMMER DAY he found a groundhog in the barnlot, 
too far from the woodchuck’s hole to. get home without a 
fight. So the old groundhog turned on the dog and bared his 
long teeth. But Jack kept barking and backing off in amateur 
fashion. At an unguarded moment, however, the groundhog 
snapped his teeth into the dog. Jack whined with fear and 
pain. Meanwhile he kept circling around on his hind’ feet 
until the groundhog swung clear of the ground. 

If the groundhog had released his hold immediately,* the 
dog’s fear might have dominated the canine. But the ground- 
hog hung on for half a minute. 

By that time, Jack’s pain and fear had suddenly become 
replaced by a tremendous rage. When ‘the groundhog finally 
let go, the dog waded into him immediately without even try- 
ing to dodge the latter's teeth, and literally tore him to pieces.

JACK’S BEHAVIOR illustrates a interesting fact about 

emotions, both canine as well as human. Fear is a protective 
emotion which indicates that our psychology is that of an 
army on the defensive. It apparently was placed in animals 
and mankind for producing safety without open combat. 
Put when a creature is cornered, bis fear seems to vanish 
he becomes so angry that he acts in disdain of superior 
numbers Then he will adopt the tactics 
of the army on offense and actually solicit a fight. 

Sometimes an intense and prolonged fear, as in Jack’s cask, 
will thus actually induce a permanent disdain for the sascha 
feared object.

Sweetbreads Veloute 
One pound sweetbreads; one- 
half teaspoon salt; two cups boil- 
ing water; one tablespoon vinegar; 
two egg yolks; one cup chicken 
stock; two tablespoons flour; one- 
fourth cup butter or margarine; 


one-eighth teaspoon paprika; one 
tablespoon lemon juice, 

Parboil sweetbreads in boiling 
water to which salt and vinegar 
have been added. Cover and sim- 
mer 15 minutes. Drain and cover 
with cold water. When cool re- 
move membrane and tubes and 
cut sweetbreads in half-inch cubes. 
Blend two. tablespoons melted 
butter or margarine and flour. 
Add chicken stock gradually and 
cook over low heat five minutes. 
Add paprika. Mix a little of the 
sauce with the slightly beaten egg 
yolks; then add to remaining 
sauce. Cook over low heat one 
minute longer. Add lemon juice 
and remove from stove. Stir in 
butter, add sweetbreads and hold 
over hot water only long enough 
to reheat sweetbreads.

New Top Liner Among Band Leaders 


George Paxton, Son of Salvation Army Parents, a Hit on Broadway

NEW YORK, April 19. 


NAME you jitter-bugs are go- 
A ing to be hearing more and 
more as time passes is that 
of George Paxton, so you might 
as well get hep to him. 
Unknown — except in musical 
circles—a year ago, he recently 
won the Glenn Miller award for 
the best new band of the year, 
signed a contract to make a mo- 
tion picture, and got himself 
booked in the Pennsylvania Hotel 
here in New York, which is the 
East Coast Mecca of all name 
bands. 


That’s what fate, aided by some 
pretty astute Broadway manage- 
ment, has done to a young man 
who was born 30 years ago in 
Jacksonville, Fla., to a couple of 
lieutenant-colonels in the Salvation 
Army. 

This, roughly, is the course that 
fate pursued. Lt.-Cols. George Sr. 
and Alice Paxton were trouble- 
shooters for Salvation Army social 
centers. When these showed signs 
of being poorly managed, the Pax- 
tons would be moved in, and they 
just happened to be straightening 
things out in Jacksonville when 
George was born. 

It was their custom to spend 
about two years at each center, 
and as result George has lost 
track of all the places he lived 
as a youngster, but off hand he 
recalls Rochester, New York City, 
Worcester, Mass., Cleveland,, At- 
lanta and Kearney and Newark, 
N. J., just to name a few. 

George didn’t, as one might as- 
sume, get his first training play- 
ing in Salvation Army street cor- 
ner bands. 

“As.a matter of fact,” George 
says, “I wasn’t even brought up 
in a Salvation Army atmosphere. 
We usually lived in the suburbs, 
and my parents would go to the 
Army every day just as anyone 
else goes to the office. On Sunday 
they both preached, and I usually 
attended the services.” 

George did play on a Salvation 
Army staff band for a couple of 
years, from the ages of 12 to 14, 
but it was entirely of his volition. 

“They always had corps bands 
attached to the service cenéers, 
which were made up mostly of 
cadets in training for Salvation 
Army work. If you wanted to 
play in the band, they’d take you. 
I was fooling around with the 
cornet, and played with them for 
a couple of years. But there was 
no pressure from my parents.” 

When George was in high school 
in Kearney, N. J., 


His life was full and active in 
those days. In addition to his 
reguiar school work he played 
baseball and football—a football 
knee injury kept him out of the 
Army—and played with a small 
jazz band at night. “We would 
often make $3 and $4 a night,” he 
recalls. 

After leaving high school he 
played in small bands around

old, and then fate laid a fatherly 
hand on his shoulder.

“I WENT over to New York to 
see a friend who was playing with 
George Hall's band. Hall was a 
big name in those days. I was 
just sitting in the place, waiting 
to see this trumpet player, and 
it happened the tenor man was 
leaving. Hall gave me the job— 
bang!—just like that. He said, 
‘You want to sit in?’ I sat in and 
played and got the job. We were 
playing at the Hote] Taft, I 
was never so thrilled in my life.” 

And well he might have been.

He quickly endeared himself to 
Hall. He had started making ar-

business. 

About four years ago he teamed 
up with Ina Ray Hutton, whose 
band was a little on the down 
grade, to write arrangements and 
reorganize the band. He gave up 
all his other connections. He put 
the band back on its feet and in- 
to the dough, and then about a 
year and a half ago he decided he 
wanted a band of his own. 

This was where fate left off. 
Name bands aren’t born, they are 
made. There was a time, as 
Frank Nichols, Paxton’s astute 
manager will tell you, when name 
bands did just happen. A bunch 
of boys might get together, form 
a combination that clicked, and 
hit the big time. But those days 
are gone forever. 

The first step is to get a back- 
er. A wealthy music publisher in- 
vested $35,000 in Paxton, a sum 
slightly less than it usually takes 
to launch a name band. Glenn 
Miller needed $60,000 and Artie 
Shaw was launched for $45,000. 

Nichols, who formerly managed 
Shaw, took over as Paxton’s man- 
ager, publicity representatives 
were hired, and the ball started 
rolling. There followed long 
months of rehearsal, harder 
months of touring.

March, 1944, here at the Palisades 
Park. Then he went to a club in 
Florida, back to the Palisades and 
then to Roseland. It was plain 
by then that Paxton had become 
a good investment. His second 
job, at the Florida club, brought 
him $3500 a week, the highest 
price ever paid a band for its sec- 
ond engagement.

THERE ARE 22 people in the 
band, assorted as follows: five saxo- 
phones, six brass, four rhythm, 
two vocalists. Now playing at the 
Lincoln Hotel, the band will go 
from there to the Capitol theater, 
and then to the Pennsylvania. 

Much of Paxton’s succesg has 
been attributed to the fact that he 
does 70 per cent of his own ar- 
rangements and he has long been 
one of the best arrangers in the 
business.

They 
are highly original in nature, and 
he writes them with comparative 
ease. 

His chief difficulty is finding 
names for the tunes after he has 
written them. He now has a sys-

“Streamliner,” “Solid Mahogany,” 
“Peg-leg Yates,” “Stormy Cross- 
ing” and “Concerto for a Yo-yo.” 
That last, Paxton explains, -is in 
two movements, up and down. 

Paxton himself is a short, pleas- 
ant, composed man with dark 
hair, dark bushy eyebrows, and a 
beard so black and heavy he is 
kept’ busy fighting five-o’clock 
shadow. ~y 

He has been married since he 
was 19, and has one son, four 
years old. “He’s wonderful,” Pax 
ton says with sincere pride. “Ju- 
das Priest he’s wonderful. He's 
coming down to see the band 
tomorrow. He never saw me work 
on the stand before.” 

Paxton hasn’t time yet.to know 
what it’s like to be a celebrity. 
“T haven’t even given it a thought, 
I've been working so hard. It 
doesn’t seem like anything has 
happened to me.” 

He is a man aware of the vicis- 
situdes of fortune, which are as 
vicissitudinous as all get out in 
the orchestra business. One of the 
secrets of staying on top is to re- 
main flexible and keep up with the 
changes. That he intends to do. 
If he doesn’t, he knows what 


you’ve got the best little 
five-piece band in the world, and 
you get a try-out and they don’t 
wan you—gee, that night you don’t 
want to live.”

| bridge if you fail to double a 
contract that goes down two 
tricks, not vulnerable, but at du- 
plicate bridge this may be a fatal 
bit of “conservatism.”

This is the way the bidding pro 
ceeded at one table: 
Fouth West 
Pass Pass

clubs Pass 

East-West had-no trouble set- 
ting the three club contract two 
tricks, but their match-point 
score suffered acutely by compari- 
son with the 110 or 140 points 
earned by all the other East-West 
pairs at low spade contracts, 


This comparison would have 
been altered considerably if East 
had shown a little more enter- 
prise, Surely his holding deserved 
some respect! With his partner 
announcing the values for even a 
secondary spade bid, East did not 
have to be optimistic to foresee 
that South would have plenty of 
difficulty in a nine-trick contract. 

East not only had the hearts 
well “boxed,” he also had _ the 
diamond ace and was short in 
partner’s spade suit. True, he had 
nothing of value in clubs, byt he 
did have three cards of the’ suit 
and there was no reason to fear 
that North, who had remained dis- 
creetly silent after his thirdhand 
opening, would supply any sub- 
stantial number of tricks. 

Finally, it was extremely un- 
lik@ly that South, having passed 
originally, would take seven or 
eight tricks in his own hand, 
Thus, East should have doubled 
three clubs with complete confi- 
dence. 
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
